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Forecasters using Arbus Precatorius . 
to predict ^ weather 


I don't have a green thumb. I 
probably never will because I 
have no interest in gardening 
or plants. I do mow the lawn 
but that hardly qualifies for 
admission to the Botanical 
Hall of Fame. 

Yet, in recent days, I've 
become curious about a plant 
called Abrus Precatorius. It is 
a fairly ordinary looking plant 
- it's got leaves, flowers and 
some bark. Apparently it's 
common in India. 

Looks can be deceiving, how- 

. ever, because the Abrus Preca- 
.torius does something very 
special: it predicts the weather. 

In 1887, an Englishman 
named Josef Nowack applied 
for a patent for something he 
called the “weather Plant". 
Nowack claimed his plant, the 
Abrus Precatorius, could fore- 
cast tomorrow's weather. 

Nowack's application was 
denied because you’ can't 
patent a plant. This little set- 
back didn't bother Nowack. He 
traveled Europe demonstrating 
the forecasting prowess of his 
amazing plant. 
` Within a few months, 
Nowack and his weather weed 
was a huge success. "Men of 
science," an English newspaper 
reported, "Now agree after 
extensive expefliments that the 
shrub is in truth prophetic.” 

Nowack, hailed as a botani- 
cal genius, returned to Eng- 
land to set up shop as a weath-

er forecaster. That "shop" was 
an old greenhouse that was 
soon packed with hundreds of 
his celebrated weather plants. 
He placed what he called the 
B plants, which would act as 
barometers, on one side of the 
room not far from the T plants 
- designed to predict tomor- 
row's temperature. Nowack 
arranged some:of his plants to 
the points of the compass to 
foresee thunderstorm activity. 
If the leaves from the north 
side showed some unusual 
movements then: thunder- 
storms were supposed to devel- 
op in that direction in a couple 
of days. 

He had plants set up to fore- 
cast snow, fog, the speed and 
direction of the wind and even 
earthquakes. If the weather 
plant’s branches moved vigor- 
ously up and down then an 
earthquake was imminent. 

Nowack spent months set- 
ting up his weather building as 
all of England waited, When he 
finally issued his first forecast

nearly everyone was disap- 
pointed. Nowack’s weather 
plant prognostication was very 
vague-so unspecified that he 
couldn’t be wrong. The people 
of England were not amused. 

Nowack was denounced as a 
fraud and his weather plant 
was called nothing more than a 
pretty shrub, Still, he never 
gave up - spending the next 20 
years of his life trying to prove 
that his plant could predict the 
weather. 

In 1908, he announced that 
he had found a new crop of 
weather predicting plants. 
These new plants, Nowack 
claimed, would allow him to 
accurately predict the weather 
up to 28 days in advance. 

Again, he failed. When Josef 
died in 1918 the world had for- 


"gotten him and his so-called 


“weather plant”. But Philip 
Callighan remembered. ' 

Callighan, a weather 
researcher here in Florida, 
attached a sensitive electrome- 
ter to the spines of the Abrus 
Precatorius. He discovered 
that the weather plant did 
react to changes in the weath- 
er. 

Maybe Nowack was right. 
Maybe the weather plant could 
predict the weather and 
Nowack couldn't read the sig- 
nals correctly. Maybe, like me, 
he never had a green thumb.
